Hot Arkansas Tilt 
Ends at Polls Today 


Sen. Joe T. Robinion, Al 


Smith's Running. Mate, 


Has Opposition 


LITTLE, ROCK, Ark., Aug. 12.— 


(UP)—Arkansas voters will end one 
of the most bitter campaigns in years 
at tho Democratic primary election 
today when a United Slates Senator, 
Governor, state officials and county 
officials will be nominated. 


The closing weeks of the campaign 


have seen the gubernatorial 
candi- 


dates engaged in a vicious and bitter 
race for tho office. 


Another outstanding feature will be 


to see the outcome of the race .for 
tho senate between Senator Josph T. 
Robinson, the 1928 vice-presidential 
nominee on the Democratic ticket, 
and Tom Campbell, his opponent. 


It is tho first time in 12 years that 


Robinson 
has 
been 
opposed. Tho 


sturdy campaign made by Campbell 
lias aroused interest to see how, far 
he Little Rock lawyer can cut "into 
he pouularity of Robinson who has 
served in the senate for nearly 18 
vears.

Judge John C. Sheffield of Helena, 
third candidate, who tossed a bomb- 
liell into the race in the last few 
weeks, charging that an attempt was 
nade to bribe him by Hays' support- 
ers to withdraw in favor of Hays, is 
expected to run third. 


Sheffield charged that Lieut. Lee 


Cazort and others offered him $1,500 
and "anv position lie wanted" to get 
out of the race. Cazort is under in- 
dictment on a chargeof violating the 
state corrupt practice act. 


Pieces of Sheffield's bomb affect- 


ed Hays und observers believe injur- 
ed his chances for the nomination. 


Hays has carried on a hard drive 


on Parnell's administration, with the 
state highway program the center of 
the electioneering. 


A highway audit made by indepen- 


dent certified accountants a few weeks 
before the campaign came to a close 
charged that "all wasn't well" with 
the highway department. Other of- 
ficials were figuratively slapped by 
the audit.
